Extra  Mile  Award  Recipients:  Jack  DuPlessis  and  FirstBuild 


Jack  DuPlessis,  a  14-year- 
old  Louisville  resident, 
has  created  a  device  that 
allows  people  with  visual 
impairments  to  get  audio 
feedback  from  their  washers 
and  dryers. 

Jack  developed  the  Talking 
Laundry  module  at  FirstBuild, 
the  GE  Appliances  subsidiary 
and  innovation  hub,  where  his 
father,  Sam  DuPlessis,  works 
as  a  design  leader. 

The  elder  DuPlessis  learned 
that  modern  appliances  are 
often  not  very  user-friendly 
for  people  with  visual 
impairments.  For  example, 
modern  appliances  often 
have  round  knobs  that  can  be 
turned  360  degrees,  but  lack 
a  home  position.  That  means 
people  who  don't  see  well 
cannot  figure  out  the  knob 
position. 


DuPlessis  talked  about  the 
challenge  with  Jack,  an  avid 
programmer,  who  had  taught 
himself  some  computer 
programming  languages. 

Jack  wrote  software  —  about 
1,000  lines  of  JavaScript  code 
—  that  uses  a  GEA  appliance's 
service  diagnostics  board  to 
provide  feedback  about  the 
knob's  position.  The  board 
is  typically  used  by  service 
technicians  to  figure  out  why  a 
machine  is  malfunctioning. 

FirstBuild  sought  feedback  about 
the  device's  effectiveness  from 
students  at  the  Kentucky  School 
for  the  Blind. 

Feedback  from  KSB 

They  encouraged  Jack  to 
improve  the  functionality,  for 
example,  by  having  the  device 
announce,  on  command,  how 
much  time  remains  on  a  washing 
or  drying  cycle. 
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The  device,  about  the  size  of 
a  portable  hard  drive,  needs 
a  power  connection  and 
plugs  into  the  back  of  GEA's 
current  laundry  appliances. 
Jack  recently  stood  in  front 
of  a  washer  and  dryer,  turning 
their  knobs,  which  prompted 
a  synthesized  voice  from 
the  module  to  announce 
"spin  level  high,"  "whites" 
or  "starting  whites  with  an 
estimated  69  minutes  left." 


Larry  Skutchan,  Director  of 
Technology  Product  Research 
at  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind,  said  many 
modern  appliances  are  so 
user-unfriendly  for  blind  people 
that  they're  essentially  useless.

Exemplary  Advocate  Award 
Recipient:  Suzanne  Dalton 

Suzanne  Dalton  graduated 
from  the  Ohio  State 
University  with  a  major  in 
Visual  Disabilities/Elementary 
Education  in  1974.  That  fall, 
she  began  her  career  as  the 
first  itinerant  teacher  of  the 
visually  impaired  in  Highlands 
County,  Florida,  teaching  from 
a  converted  RV  that  served 
as  her  "mobile  classroom." 
She  taught  cooking,  cleaning, 
social  skills,  braille,  math 
skills,  low  vision  strategies, 
and  much  more  from  that 
mobile  classroom,  providing 
instruction  in  the  ECC  long 
before  the  Expanded  Core 
Curriculum  was  ever  defined! 

After  completing  her  Master's 
Degree  in  Visual  Disabilities 
from  Florida  State  University 
in  1980,  Dalton  became  the 
Coordinator  of  Instructional 


Resources  at  the  Florida 
Instructional  Materials  Center 
for  the  Visually  Impaired  (FIMC- 
VI)  in  1981.  She  became  the 
supervisor  of  the  center  in 
1987,  and  became  the  APH  Ex 
Officio  Trustee  that  same  year. 
She  served  in  that  capacity  for 
over  30  years,  becoming  one 
of  APH's  longest-serving  EOTs 
and  participating  on  countless 
committees  and  product  review 
boards. 

Early  in  her  career,  Dalton 
became  engaged  in  professional 
organizations  and  advocating 
for  students  with  visual 
impairments.  She  served  as 
president  of  Florida  AEVH  prior 
to  the  AEVH-AAWB  merger  that 
created  AER  in  1984,  served  as 
the  president  of  the  Florida  AER 
Chapter,  and  continues  to  serve 
on  the  legislative  committee  for 
FAER.  Active  in  the  Council  for 
Exceptional  Children's  Division 
for  the  Visually  Impaired  and 
Deafblind  (DVIDB)  she  served 
on  both  its  national  board  of 
directors,  and  that  of  the  Tampa 
Bay  Chapter,  from  1991-1994. 
Dalton  was  recognized  by  AER 
with  the  award  for  Outstanding 
Contributions  to  the  Field  in  1987. 

Tireless  Advocacy 

Dalton  steered  FIMC-VI  through 
many  changes  in  the  provision 
of  accessible  instructional 
materials,  from  the  days  when 
the  book  inventories  were  on 
index  cards  and  20  to  25  braille 
books  a  year  were  produced. 
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through  today,  when  the 
entire  process  is  managed  by 
a  complex  database  of  over 
60,000  titles  and  3,000  to  4,000 
braille/large  print  books  are 
provided  to  students  each  year. 
Dalton's  steady  hand  and  tireless 
advocacy  for  doing  what's  best 
for  students  allowed  FIMC-VI  to 
expand  from  not  only  providing 
books  to  also  include  offering 
professional  development, 
hosting  student  events  such  as 
the  Braille  Challenge®  and  Cane 
Quest,  coordinating  volunteer 
services  for  braille  and  audio 
production,  assisting  in  the 
provision  of  accessible  statewide 


assessments,  providing  a 
loan  library,  and  participating 
in  the  community  of  practice 
with  other  Florida  agencies 
serving  the  blind  and  visually 
impaired. 

Because  of  Dalton's  efforts, 
not  only  Florida's  students 
with  visual  impairments, 
but  students  across  the 
country,  and  the  teachers  and 
families  that  serve  them,  have 
exemplary  materials,  services, 
training,  and  advocacy.

Cay  Holbrook  is  currently  a 
professor  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  in  Vancouver, 
BC,  Canada,  where  she  has 
lived  since  1998.  Dr.  Holbrook 
began  working  as  a  teacher 
of  students  with  visual 
impairments  in  Rock  Hill, 

South  Carolina  and  has  also 
worked  directly  with  students 
in  K-12  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  and 
northern  counties  of  Florida. 
Her  commitment  to  direct, 
ongoing,  consistent  instruction 
by  qualified  teachers  has 
guided  much  of  her  work. 

In  1986  Holbrook  completed 
her  Ph.D.  from  Florida  State 
University  and  accepted  a 
faculty  position  at  Johns 
Hopkins  University  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  She 
remained  at  JHU  for  three 
years  before  accepting  a 


position  at  the  University  of 
Arkansas  at  Little  Rock  where 
she  prepared  teachers  in  one 
of  the  early  "hybrid"  personnel 
preparation  programs  to  use 
both  face-to-face  and  distance 
options  for  supporting  teachers 
to  obtain  qualifications  in  visual 
impairment.  She  moved  once 
again  to  accept  a  faculty  position 
at  the  University  of  British 
Columbia,  which  is  the  only 
personnel  preparation  program  in 
Canada  with  dedicated,  full-time 
faculty. 

Dr.  Holbrook's  research  and 
scholarship  have  included 
the  publication  of  more  than 
twelve  co-authored  or  co-edited 
textbooks,  including  Learning 
Media  Assessment:  Guidelines 
for  Teachers  (1993);  Children 
with  Visual  Impairments:  A 
Parents'  Guide  (2006);  The 
Braille  Enthusiast's  Dictionary: 

UEB  Edition  (2017);  Ashcroft's 
Programmed  Instruction  in 
Unified  English  Braille  (2014); 
and  most  recently  Foundations 
of  Education  for  Children  and 
Youth  with  Visual  Impairment 
(3rd  Edition),  Volumes  1  &  2 
(2017).  All  of  these  textbooks 
are  collaborative  efforts  that 
represent  valuable  partnerships 
with  scholars  in  the  field  including 
Alan  Koenig,  Frances  Mary 
D'Andrea,  Cheryl  Kamei-Hannan, 
and  Tessa  McCarthy.  In  addition 
to  textbooks,  she  has  published, 
with  colleagues,  numerous 
peer  reviewed  articles  and  book 
chapters. 
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Holbrook  has  had  the  opportunity 
to  connect  with  the  global 
community  through  leadership 
in  projects  such  as  a  personnel 
preparation  program  to  support 
teachers  of  students  with  visual 
impairment  in  China  through  the 
Jimmy  Carter  Center.  She  has  also 
participated  in  international  work 
on  Learning  Media  Assessment 
and  instructional  strategies  for 
teaching  reading  and  writing  to 
students  with  visual  impairments 
in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  the  UK, 
and  Sweden. 

Dr.  Holbrook's  involvement  with 
the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  began  when  she  was 
teaching  children  and  accessing 
valuable  resources  through  APH. 


This  involvement  has  grown 
through  the  years  and  is  now  a 
valued  collaborative  partnership 
on  many  fronts.  Holbrook 
served  as  the  first  "executive 
in  residence"  and  helped  think 
through  the  process  for  others 
who  have  since  held  this 
position.  She  worked  together 
with  APH  leadership  and  the 
US  Department  of  Education 
to  establish  procedures  for 
the  annual  federal  review  of 
APH.  She  has  also  served 
as  a  consultant  on  product 
development  for  "Early  Braille 
Trade  Books"  and  throughout 
the  most  recent  revision  of  the 
"Building  on  Patterns"  literacy 
program.

The  Hall  of  Fame  is  dedicated  to  preserving,  honoring,  and  promoting 
the  tradition  of  excellence  manifested  by  the  specific  individuals 
inducted  into  the  Hall  and  through  the  history  of  outstanding  services 
provided  to  people  who  are  blind  and  visually  impaired. 


Hall  of  Fame:  Class  of  2017 


Robert  J.  Smithdas  (1925-2014) 
served  as  Associate  Director  of  Services  at  Helen  Keller 
National  Center  for  Deaf-Blind  Youths  and  Adults. 
Continuing  the  work  of  Helen  Keller,  his  eloquence, 
example,  and  lobbying  led  to  the  development  of 
legislation  enacted  in  the  1967  Amendments  to  the 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  Act,  which  authorized  the 
establishment  of  the  Center. 

Smithdas  was  awarded  four  honorary  doctoral  degrees,  was  named 
Handicapped  American  of  the  Year,  served  on  the  President's  Committee 
on  Employment  of  People  Who  Are  Disabled,  was  awarded  AFB's  Migel 
Medal  and  the  Peter  J.  Salmon  Memorial  Award,  was  inducted  into  the 
National  Hall  of  Fame  for  Persons  with  Disabilities,  and  was  the  Poetry 
Society  of  America's  Poet  of  the  Year. 

William  B.  Wait  (1839-1916) 

served  as  Superintendent  of  the  New  York  Institute  for 
the  Blind  for  forty-one  years  and  was  heavily  involved 
with  the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the 
Blind.  He  also  invented  and  promoted  the  New  York 
Point  tactile  writing  method. 

Wait  developed  a  method  of  musical  notation,  invented 
equipment  to  produce  his  point  materials,  developed 
the  kleidograph  for  embossing  his  New  York  Point  system  on  paper, 
invented  the  stereograph  for  embossing  metal  plates  for  producing 
books,  developed  a  method  of  embossing  New  York  Point  on  both  sides 
of  a  piece  of  paper,  and  developed  and  patented  a  method  of  binding 
the  books. 

In  1879,  Wait  was  spokesman  for  a  committee  that  successfully 
lobbied  the  U.S.  Congress  for  the  first  allocation  of  federal  funds  to  be 
administered  by  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind.

An  Essay  on  Advocating  for  People  with  Disabilities 

I’m  motivated  to  share  my  thoughts  on  the  challenges  faced  by  people  with 
disabilities. 

Whether  developmental,  physical,  behavioral  or  a  combination  of 
conditions. .  .whether  birth-related,  regressive  trauma  or  combat-induced,  it 
is  clear  to  me  that  a  person  of  any  age  living  with  a  disability  is  often 
perceived  for  what  they  can’t  do  rather  than  what  they  can  do. 

As  an  advocate,  it  is  essential  to  reverse  that  attitude.  While  acknowledging 
the  challenge  is  essential,  accentuating  the  promise  of  accomplishment, 
however  difficult,  is  the  key  to  promoting  the  potential  for  achievement. 

I  know  that  every  family  is  touched  in  some  way  by  the  experience  of 
having  a  loved  one  and  knowing  others  living  with  a  disability.  My  own 
family  has  such  experiences  which  to  a  great  degree  have  shaped  my  passion 
for  advocacy. 

I  hope  my  essay  will  be  a  source  of  motivation  for  you,  no  matter  your 
special  cause.  The  root  of  advocacy  is  “voca”  -  the  voice. .  .the  authentic, 
personal  and  persuasive  voice. 

Promoting  a  Vision  to  Address  Blindness 

I  am  the  child  of  a  father  who  was  blind.  He  lost  his  sight  at  age  52. .  .1  was 
bom  when  he  was  60... This  is  proof  positive  that  some  activities  don’t 
require  good  eyesight! 

I  learned  so  much  from  my  father  throughout  my  childhood  about  adapting 
to  the  challenges  of  living  in  a  world  of  darkness. 

Those  lessons  live  in  me  today.  In  some  way,  my  father’s  blindness  was  a 
gift  to  me,  a  kind  of  scholarship  promoting  my  education  and  eventual 
professional  career  as  an  advocate. 
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My  frequent  sessions  spent  in  reading  to  him,  my  leading  him  in  unfamiliar 
places,  and  narrating  what  I  saw  so  he  knew  more  about  his  surroundings 
proved  a  foundation  for  my  later  advocacy  skills. 

Without  inferring  insult,  working  with  elected  officials,  the  media  and 
community  opinion  leaders  is  to  some  degree  helping  lead  the  blind! 
Translating  knowledge,  experience  and  emotion  to  influence  positive  action 
is  the  recipe  for  effective  advocacy. 

Our  five  senses  are  our  natural  connections  to  the  world  around  us.  We  are 
seldom  aware  of  sight,  sound,  touch,  taste  and  smell  unless  we  decide  to  be 
conscious  of  their  importance  in  our  daily  lives. 

All  of  our  senses  are  vital  dimensions  of  our  humanity.  They  give  great 
meaning  to  life’s  important  emotions.  The  word  sense  is  significant  as  the 
root  for  other  words  such  as  sensitive,  sensible  and  sensational. 

While  losing  any  of  our  senses  is  a  true  tragedy,  I  believe  sight  is  by  most 
measures  the  most  important  for  a  full  life  of  learning,  safe  mobility,  and 
enjoying  the  splendor  of  our  natural  world. 

The  causes  of  sight  loss  are  diverse  from  debilitating  birth  conditions, 
degenerative  eye  disease,  diabetes,  trauma  and  combat  injury,  and  can  occur 
at  any  stage  of  life. 

I  think  of  Helen  Keller,  bom  with  full  functioning  senses  in  Tuscumbia, 
Alabama  in  1880,  she  became  deaf  and  blind  at  age  19  months. 

Her  life  story  was  told  in  the  inspiring  play  and  film  The  Miracle  Worker 
which  portrays  the  relationship  of  Helen  and  Anne  Sullivan,  her  persistent 
and  talented  teacher. 

Few  could  have  imagined  the  leading  role  Helen  Keller  would  go  on  to  play 
in  many  of  the  significant  political,  social,  and  cultural  movements  of  the 
20th  century.  Until  her  passing  in  1968,  she  worked  unceasingly  to  improve 
the  lives  of  people  with  disabilities. 

I  am  amazed  by  the  deliberate  navigation  skills  of  people  with  blindness  or 
low  vision  who,  with  white  canes  in  hand  or  with  the  help  of  guide  dogs, 
hone  their  ability  to  navigate  with  few  mishaps. 

When  in  the  presence  of  a  blind  person  I  am  in  full  observation  mode 
learning  so  much  about  perseverance,  determination  and  overcoming 
challenges  to  achieve  important  goals. 

It  is  said  that  when  sight  is  lost,  other  senses  are  sharpened  including 
perceptive  listening,  special  environmental  awareness  and  voice  recognition. 
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But  it  takes  more  than  adaptation  to  succeed  in  achieving  goals. .  .it  takes 
dedication,  hard  work  and  the  assistance  of  others. 


As  an  advocate,  I  am  honored  to  be  called  upon  to  work  in  service  to  persons 
with  varying  abilities  and  special  needs.  It  is  meaningful  and  deeply 
fulfilling  work. 

Outstanding  national  leaders  like  the  American  Printing  House  and 
community  service  programs  such  as  the  network  of  Lighthouses  for  the 
Blind  and  allied  organizations  offer  technological  and  rehabilitative 
innovations  resulting  in  exceptional  educational  advancements  for  achieving 
personal  independence,  promoting  positive  esteem  and  gainful  employment. 

The  services  for  babies,  children  and  teenagers  provide  a  foundation  for 
lifelong  achievement.  As  we  age,  risk  factors  for  vision  strong  challenges 
increase,  so  demographic  trends  point  to  the  need  for  more  attention  to 
preventive  care  and  quality  services  for  our  aging  family  members. 

On  a  recent  program  visit,  one  young  adult  said  this  when  I  asked  how  he  is 
doing.  “I  am  blind  but  I  have  clear  vision  for  a  positive  future.  My  family 
members  are  supportive,  my  teachers  are  inspiring  and  I  am  ready  and  able 
to  work  to  support  myself  in  ways  I  could  never  imagine.  I’m  responsible  for 
myself  because  important  people  in  my  life  taught  me  how  to  be  my  own 
man.” 

We  have  both  the  opportunity  and  obligation  to  invest  our  time,  talents  and 
gifts  to  assure  that  those  in  need  are  respected  and  assisted  to  reach  their 
potential.  That  is  the  vision  for  assuring  a  more  humane  future  for  those 
who  need  us  most. 

Every  accomplishment  in  the  past  and  all  that  will  be  done  in  the  future  is  a 
team  effort  of  family  dedication,  professional  competence  and  community 
leadership... but  most  important  is  the  will  of  the  individual  to  be 
independent  despite  life’s  challenges  and  obstacles. 

That  is  the  story  of  progress  not  only  for  the  blind,  but  for  everyone  who 
seeks  justice  and  strives  for  a  positive  path  forward.

Students  who  are  blind  and  visually 
impaired  need  unique  learning  tools. 

It  is  estimated  that  as  much  as  90%  of  learning  is  visual  - 
information  enters  the  brain  through  the  sense  of  sight. 

Many  students  have  some  useful  vision  and  require  large 
print  materials.  For  people  with  little  or  no  vision,  concepts 
are  primarily  learned  through  touch  and  hearing.  Specialized 
tools  needed  for  these  types  of  learning  include: 

•  Braille  -  a  system  of  tactile  reading  and  writing  that  can  be 
presented  in  embossed  paper  and  digital  forms. 

•  Tactile  Graphics  -  representations  interpreted  by  touch  for 
visual  elements  such  as  charts,  graphs,  and  maps. 

•  Technology  Adaptations  -  such  as  computer  screen  reader 
software  and  calculators  with  audio  output. 


Through  the  Keep  the  Promise  Campaign,  we  must  increase 
the  annual  per  student  allocation  from  $269  to  $1,000.  This 
funding  will  go  directly  to  providing  accessible  technology  and 
materials  for  students  who  are  blind  and  visually  impaired.

These  professionals  hold 
the  positions  of  highest 
executive  officer  of  the 
state  department  of 
education,  a  school  for  the 
blind,  or  an  agency  serving 
the  blind,  or  are  appointed 
by  these  officers. 

APH,  a  non-profit,  has  been 
a  trusted  steward  of  this 
promise  for  160  years. 


It  is  essential  that  the  per  student  allocation  be  increased,  since  $269  per  year  is  insufficient 
to  provide  students  with  the  accessible  technology  tools  APH  is  developing.  The  Keep 
the  Promise  Campaign  increase  to  $1,000  will  help  students  who  are  blind  and  visually 
impaired  get  the  tools  they  need  for  education  and  employment  opportunities.

For  example,  all  Level  2s  have  a  runover  of  5,  and  do  not  have  a 
blank  line  between  them,  but  there  is  a  blank  line  between  Level

MEDIA  AND  SUBJECTS  ACCEPTED 

Artworks  in  any  visual  art  medium  may  be  submitted.  The  work  may  be 
two-dimensional  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  painting,  drawing,  printmaking, 
photography,  mixed  media,  and  collage)  or  three-dimensional  (sculptures 
created  from  wood,  stone,  paper,  clay,  or  a  mixture  of  materials).  Crafts  such 
as  weaving,  woodwork,  and  pottery  are  also  welcome.  All  work  must  be 
original  and  handmade,  not  constructed  from  a  kit.  Only  one  artwork  may  be 
entered  in  this  competition.

All  participants  must  send  two  copies  of  the  entry  form  and  may  enter  only 
one  piece  of  artwork.

SHIPPING 

Ship  original  artwork,  or  digital  images  (only  adult  artists  may  send  digital 
images)  to  APH  at  the  address  listed  below.  Incoming  entries  must  be  shipped 
at  the  expense  of  the  artist.  APH  will  pay  for  return  shipping.  Contact  APH 
before  sending  works  that  are  very  large,  heavy,  require  special  installation, 
or  exceed  $500  in  value.  Please  send  two  copies  of  the  entry  form  with  your 
artwork  or  digital  image. 


•  Preschool  through  High  School  entrants  must  send  original  artwork 

•  Most  adult  entrants  may  choose  to  send  a  digital  image  of  the  artwork  on  a 
CD,  flash  drive,  or  by  email,  insights@aph.org  OR  to  send  the  actual  artwork. 
However,  those  artists  whose  artwork  is  valued  at  more  than  $500.00  MUST 
send  digital  images  instead  of  the  actual  artwork.  If  their  work  is  accepted  for 
the  exhibition,  they  will  be  notified  to  send  the  artwork. 

-  Adult  artists  may  send  up  to  four  images  of  the  artwork  they  intend  to 
enter.  If  the  work  is  a  painting,  a  front  view  of  the  painting  will  usually 
be  adequate  to  let  the  judges  understand  the  work.  If  it  is  a  three- 
dimensional  piece,  images  showing  several  views  of  the  piece  may  be 
appropriate.  Label  the  image  to  indicate  which  side  is  the  top.  Indicate 
the  dimensions  of  the  artwork  on  the  entry  form. 

-  Once  a  work  juried  from  digital  images  has  been  accepted  into  the 
show  and  sent  to  APH,  it  may  still  be  omitted  from  the  exhibition  if  it 
differs  substantially  from  the  way  it  was  shown  in  the  image. 

-  If  an  artist  submits  a  digital  image  of  their  artwork,  and  the  artwork  is 
selected  for  the  exhibit,  the  artist  must  ship  the  original  artwork  to  APH.  If 
the  artist  does  not  ship  the  artwork,  their  award  will  be  disqualified. 

FRAMING,  ETC. 

Matting,  framing,  etc.,  are  not  required.  APH  will  prepare  for  display  those 

pieces  chosen  for  the  exhibition. 


ART  SALES 

Visitors  to  the  exhibition  may  wish  to  purchase  an  artwork.  Indicate  on  the 
form  whether  your  art  is  for  sale.  A  10%  handling  fee  that  APH  will  keep  will 
be  added  to  the  selling  price  of  each  artwork. 


INSURANCE 

Insurance  of  entries  during  incoming  shipping  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  artist.  APH  will  insure  the  artwork  while  it  is  in  our  possession.  APH  will 
purchase  insurance  from  the  shipping  company  when  returning  items.  Work 
wi  II  be  insured  for  the  same  amount  as  that  indicated  for  "price"  on  the  entry 
form,  unless  other  arrangements  have  been  made.  APH  will  not  insure 
artworks,  either  while  in  its  possession  or  during  return  shipping,  if  the  value 
placed  on  the  artwork  is  inappropriate.  Contact  APH  before  sending 
artworks  that  are  valued  at  more  than  $500.00.
